CHRISTMAS VESPER PROGRAMS 

The spirit of Yuletide is expressed in the vesper programs for the month of 
December. The Hessian Christmas Play will be presented by a freshman cast 
Sunday evening, December 7, and a program of Christmas carols and sacred music 
by the choir and the senior class will be given Sunday evening, December 14. 

Accompanied by the antiphonal singing of Gregorian chants, the Christmas 
Play, which is an adaption from 15 th century German, begins with the Annun¬ 
ciation and continues through the story of the Nativity, interrupted in its rapid 
succession of familiar scenes by the presentation of Lucifer and his court of 
devils. The pictorial element will be emphasized in the Christmas production, 
and French and Italian paintings are the inspiration for many of the groupings.

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DANCE COMPOSITION CLASS PROGRAM 
A program of original dances will be presented by members of the Dance 
Composition Class Friday, December 12, in the Chamber Music Hall. The 
afternoon performance will begin at 4:30 and the evening performance at 8:15. 
A feeling derived from musical stimulus, an idea for movement, and simple 
bodily movement, itself, are the three different approaches illustrated in the 
program of dances which have been created during the class hour. In the dances 
each participant expresses herself individually as well as in relation to the group.

THE ART OF STATESMANSHIP 

Pierre de Lanux, editor, writer, executive, linguist, speaker and internation¬ 
alist, will speak in Lisser Hall on The Modern Art of Statesmanship Wednesday, 
December 10 at one o’clock. M. Lanux was for three years secretary of the 
Nouvelle Reveu Francaise and was war correspondent in the Balkans from 1912 
through 1914. In 1916 he was sent to the United States on an official mission, 
during the Paris Peace Conference he was on the staff of Andre Tardieu, and in 
1924 he was appointed director of the Paris Information Office of the League 
of Nations. As director of the Information Office he is responsible for coordina¬ 
tion between French associations dealing with the League and international 
affairs, and supplies information to the public, the press, and scholars. 

M. Lanux has had an active literary life. He has published in recent years 
Life of Henry IV, Jugoslavia, Young France and New America, and at present 
is at work on a book dealing with the history of the American southern states. 
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COURSES IN CLOG AND CHARACTER DANCING 
Three courses in clog and character dancing under Helen Frost Rankin, for¬ 
merly professor of physical education at Columbia University and author of a 
group of popular books on the dance, will be offered under the auspices of the 
Mills College Department of Physical Education from December 1 through De¬ 
cember 5. A beginner’s course, an intermediate course, and an advanced course 
will be offered, primarily for men and women teachers of physical education in 
the Bay region, but will be open to anyone who is interested. 

Mrs. Rankin comes here directly from India, where she has studied Oriental 
dancing. She has recently published two books on dances of the Orient in 
collaboration with Mrs. Lily Strickland Anderson, composer.
